PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTRCL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Protection  against  poliomyelitis,  smallpox,  diphtheria,  v/hooping 
cough  and  tetanus  is  available  from  family  doctors,  child  welfare  centres 
and  at  school . 

Folio  protection  is  available  up  to  the  age  of  40  and  to  certain 
priority  groups  over  that  age.  The  vaccine  may  be  had  either  by  injection 
or  by  mouth. 

During  I967  the  immunisation  of  school  entrants  was  continued.  This 
v7ork  was  carried  out  within  the  schools  on  a sessional  basis,  and  is 
reflected  in  the  general  immunisation  statistics  for  the  area. 

There  is  a.lvmys  room  for  improvement  in  the  uptake  of  protection 
aga.inst  infection  - particula.rly  against  poliomyelitis.  Parents  of 
pre-school  children  should  make  a special  effort  to  take  advantage  of  the 
protection  so  readily  available  for  these  children,  particularly  at  this 
time  of  the  year.

The  state  of  immunisa.tion  in  the  Area  is  worked  out  centrally  in 
respect  of  the  number  of  local  births  in  any  year  and  the  number  of 
children  known  to  have  been  protected  by  the  end  of  the  following  year. 
There  are  certain  difficulties  hov/ever.  For  example  family  doctors  are 
not  under  any  obligation  to  notify  immunised  children  centrally  and  many 
children  ma*y  therefore  be  immunised  without  subsequent  central 
notifications.  In  this  Area  v/here  the  total  number  of  births  is 
comparatively  small  any  omission  to  notify  immunisation  may  be  reflected 
more  adversely  in  the  final  statistics  compared  with  child  populations 
in  more  heavily  populated  County  Health  Areas. 

Notv/iths tanding  such  statistical  information  one  feels  that  there  is 
a certain  pool  of  unprotected  children  in  this  Area,  particularly  in 
respect  of  the  pro-school  age  groups. 
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Parents  forget  or  do  not  l<no\\r  about  diphtheria  in  the  past.  They  , 
also  forget  that  poliomyelitis  can  still  attack,  cripple  and  kill  young 
children  in  particular,  unless  these  children  are  fully  protected  against  it. 

Reminders  to  parents  about  immunisation  are  many.  The  County  Council 
sends  out  literature  in  respect  of  all  infants.  They  also  send  out 
Birthday  Reminders  commencing  on  the  chiids  first  birthday.  There  are 
National  Reminders  from  time  to  time  in  the  Press  on  the  Radio  and  on 
Television.  V/hen  the  child  enters  school  the  parents  are  again  given  an 
opportunity  of  having  +heir  child  protected. 

I v;ouid  therefore  appeal,  through  you,  to  the  parents  of  a.ll  children 
and,  particularly  pre-school  children,  not  to  overlook  reminders  to  take  up 
free  protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  teta.nus,  smallpox  and 
poliomyelitis.  This  may  be  had  from  ail  Family  Doctors  or  at  any  Child 
’Welfare  Centre. 

B,  C.  G.  Vaccination 


During  19^7  pr  tection  against  tuberculosis  continued  to  be  offered 
in  accordance  v/ith  County  Council  policy  to  all  school  children  aged  11  years 
and  over . 

A skin  test  is  carried  out  first  to  sec  vdicther  or  not  a child  has 
developed  a degree  of  natural  immunity.  A negative  reading  indicates 
the  need  for  protection,  and  vaccination  is  then  carried  out.

GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH  CIRCUMSTANCES 

Water  Supply 

The  Toes  Valley  and  Cleveland  V/atei'  Board  provide  a satisfactory 
water  supply  in  quantity  and  quality  to  the  whole  of  the  urban  area.. 

In  a,ll  cases  the  water  is  supplied  direct  .to  the  houses. 

A 12"  v/ater  main  la^id  from  Lartington  Filter  Bods  to  Bode  Road, 
Staindrop  Road  junction  and  from  there  connected  to  the  existing  mains 
\>^as  brought  into  service  during  the  year.  This  additional  main  supply 
ha.s  afforded  a supply  to  the  87  houses  in  Churchill  Road  and  improved 
the  pressure  in  the  waiter  mains.  This  improved  pressure  has  been 
particularly  advantageous  tc  houses  at  the  higher  parts  of  the  town, 
the  v/ater  supjjly  to  these  houses  has  suffered  for  years  from  interruption 
due  to  lea.keage  of  water  after  heavy  frosts  and  consequent  burst  pipes, 
repairs  or  alteration  of  water  mains  and  other  periods  of  heavy  demands. 

Closet  Accomodation 


All  but  four  properties  in  the  town  have  water  closets,  these  have 
pail  privies  which  are  emptied  regularly  by  the  Council.  These  four 
properties  are  a considerable  distance  from  a sev/er.  The  ov/ner  of  one 
of  these  premises  made  application  during  the  year  for  an  improvement 
grant  to  provide  a bathroom,  W.C.  and  other  improvements  with  a septic 
tank  drainage  system.  The  Council  offered  an  improvement  grant  v/hen 
details  and  priced  quantities  were  received.

The  tenants  of  the  25  dv/ellings  owned  by  the  Council  in  Dunelm  Square 
and  converted  from  Militia  Barracks  in  1930  are  being  rehoused,  only 
three  were  still  tenanted  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Eight  of  these 
dwellings  were  demolished  during  the  year. 

When  the  site  is  cleared  it  is  proposed  to  use  the  land  for  a Fire 
Station,  and  a house  and  fla.tlet  scheme. 
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Dunelm  Square  (Continued) 


In  November  196?  plans  for  redevelopment  of  the  site,  excluding  the 
pox'tion  to  be  used  for  a Fire  Station,  were  forwarded  to  Durham  County  . 
Council  Planning  Officer.  These  plans  shov/ed  7 four  person  3 bedroom  houses 
with  garages , a 30  unit  Jflatlet  scheme  (l4  two  person  and  l6  one  person 
flatlets)  and  a warden's  house.  These  flatlets  are  planned  to  have  gas  fired 
central  heating,  double  glazed  v/indows , communal  bathrooras,  laundry,  sitting 
areas,  television  room  and  a guest  bedroom^ 

Callowflats  Allotment  behind  Zetland  Road 

Negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  the  second  part  of  these  allotments 
were  complete'd  during  the  year. 

Development  of  this  land  which  it  is  proposed  to  use  for  future  Council 
houses  has  been  deferred.

The  site  is 
provided  with  communa.l  toilets,  washing  fa^cilitios,  refuse  storage  bins, 
water  supply  from  the  aains  and  is  drained  to  a septic  tank  in  the 
adjoining  field.
